ANIMAL lover Amanda Park feels blessed to find her¬ 
self the head of kennels at Feme Animal Sanctuary in 
Chard, which she said has been a life-changing experi¬ 
ence for her. 

Originally from Woking, she has been in Somerset for 
about six years and came to Feme as a volunteer three 
years ago. 

Having a career break from insurance and not sure 
what was next, she wanted to get out of the house and 
volunteered at the sanctuary for a few days here and 
there. Then she was offered a weekend job which 
turned into a six-week full-time position when one of 
the other staff members fell off a horse and broke her 
collar bone. 

Now she is a live-in member of the full-time staff. 
When the head of kennels position came up, she 
jumped at the chance and is really excited that the new 
kennel block is currently being built. 

Feme recently launched its "New Digs for Dogs" ap¬ 
peal to pay for the much-needed building and all the 
staff are doing what they can to encourage donations 
from the public to avoid the cost coming from the char¬ 
ity's reserves. 


• WHAT do you like most 
about working at Feme? 

I love being outdoors and working 
with animals, it is a much healthier 
life even when the weather is bad I 
don't mind because I feel I am 
doing something useful.. When I 
was in an office all the time, I was 
constantly getting colds and I had 
become much too material. Most of 
my day is working directly with the 
animals and it is so peaceful, if you 
are having a bad day you are almost 
better being at work, it de-stresses me. 

None of us that work here look our age. 

• HOW do you feel about 
getting new kennels? 

It will be so good, in the short time I've been here the old 
ones had deteriorated and maintenance had to fix things 
like the doors weekly.The Christmas before last the heating 
broke down and it was pretty terrible for a couple of weeks 
and one time the kennels flooded. The new ones will be 
drier, warmer and brighter and enable us to take more 
dogs. 

• IT must be hard to see dogs come 
in that have been badly treated? 

Some of the cases make you think how can anyone be so 
cruel to such a sweet dog.There was one that came in with 
overgrown nails and was shaking so much it wouldn't 
stand up, but seeing the change in them is wonderful and 
you would think they would become aggressive from poor 
treatment but they don't, they are always pleased to have 
your attention and to love you back. 

• WHAT concerns you most about dog ownership? 

I don't think some people research the type of dog enough 
to see if their behavioural aspects match their lifestyle 
needs. There is a great deal of fashion trending with dogs, 
like the designer cross breeds that are popular at the mo¬ 
ment, chugs and cockapoos.Then sixth months down the 
line when the novelty wears off or they realise the dog is 
not right for their lifestyle, they end up in centres like ours. 

• DO you only work with the dogs? 

Everyone on site works all the sections so we can all cover 
if need be and particularly for me because I live on site. I 
have to know what to look our for with all the animals if 
there is a problem out of hours and have taken a qualifica¬ 



tion in animal care. I don't have a dog myself be¬ 
cause I often have to foster ones that are re¬ 
covering from surgery or need isolation 
but I have two cats who both love dogs. 
• IS there another aspect 
to the work you enjoy? 

I have been on visits to homes for 
the elderly, we take rabbits, guinea 
pigs, the tortoise and Max the dog. 
I only knew one grandparent and 
she died when I was 12 so I really 
enjoy interacting with the elderly 
and seeing how happy they are to 
talk about the pets they had. It can 
really stimulate dementia patients, es¬ 
pecially the tortoise and Max is great he 
just lays his head on everyone's laps. 

• DID you have pets as a child? 

I was obsessed with animals but was only al¬ 
lowed hamsters and guinea pigs because my dad had a 
labrador since childhood and it broke his heart when it 
died. I wanted to be a vet but at secondary school they put 
me off with the amount of qualifications I would need and 
didn't suggest any other options of working with animals. 

# WHO would you most like to meet? 

I suppose that would have to be David Attenborough. I 
used to watch all his documentaries to the point I could 
memorise the Latin names he used. 

# WHAT three things would you 
like on your deserted island? 

A picture of my husband, a collection of graphic novels and 
some music. I have an eclectic taste but recently got into 
folk both modern and traditional, I like a band called Bellow 
Head. 

• DO you have any pet hates? 

I wish everyone could be a bit nicer to each other. I try to 
be nice to people because that's how I was brought up but 
when people have a lack of empathy for others it upsets 
me. People could be a lot happier. 

• IF you won a silly amount of 
money what would you do? 

Well, if it was right now I would give some to the"New Digs 
for Dogs"appeal here at Feme and to other charities, and 
the rest I would divide among family and friends. My hus¬ 
band and I are lucky in that we both have very supportive 
families so it would be nice to give something back. I would 
like to carry on working here but as a volunteer so as to free 
up a job for someone else.

THE Somerset-based disaster relief charity, The Piers 
Simon Appeal, has turned its attention much closer to 
home, donating £1,500 to the Rotary Club District 
1200 Flooding Appeal to help those affected by the 
recent flooding. 

This is the first time that funds from the Piers Simon 
Appeal, which usually provides aid to poor, vulnera¬ 
ble and disaster-affected children in developing coun¬ 
tries, have been used to support a project within the 
UK. 

Rotary District 1200 has been a great supporter of 
the Piers Simon Appeal and its “School in a Bag” ini¬ 
tiative, so charity liaison officer Luke Simon said they 
jumped at the chance to be able to reciprocate some 
of the goodwill and generosity they have been lucky 
enough to receive from the Rotary in the past. 

He said: “The Piers Simon Appeal is only too happy 
to donate to the Rotary District 1200 Flood Relief Ap¬ 
peal to support the excellent work they are doing for 
the flood victims on the Somerset Levels.

from home. However, excessive water has one thing 
in common the world over, that is to incapacitate the 
infrastructure of communities and this is certainly true 
for those who livelihoods are based on the Somerset 
Levels.” 

Brian Kirkup, District Governor of Rotary 1200, 
added: “The generosity of the Piers Simon Appeal is 
much appreciated and will help us in our efforts to get 
the people affected by the storms in our district back 
on their feet. 

“The relief fund will be used to meet pressing needs 
where no other financial help is available and Rotary's 
support will last as long as help is needed, which is 
likely to be until the end of this calendar year. 

“In the unlikely event that the fund is not exhausted, 
any surplus will be placed in a trust ready to meet any 
future similar emergency in the district. Rotary will 
create a disaster and resilience committee as part of 
its future district structure.” 

Rotarians have been giving physical as well as fi¬ 
nancial support, for example manning the aid centre, 
laying paths, removing sandbags and helping with the

with funding for dehumidifiers, power

Schools get sporty for charity campaign

SCHOOLS in towns and villages across 
South Somerset went the extra mile for the 
national charity camapaign Sport Relief on 
Friday. 

In Chard, Avishayes Primary School pupils 
were visited by local personal trainer Simon 
Lunn from Phoenix Fitness in preparation 
for the Sport Relief Mile around the school 
field. 

Simon made sure the children were prop¬ 
erly warmed up before setting off on their 
run, using his own name to play the"Simon 
Says" game to make the exercise fun for the 
students. 

Manor Court School in Chard set a differ¬ 
ent challenge to its pupils for Sport Relief, 
not just to complete a mile but to clock up 
a marathon total of 26 miles across the 
whole school. 

Headteacher Adrian Mitchell, dressed as 
Olympic cyclists Bradley Wiggins, watched 
over and encouraged children on their laps 
around the 200-metre circuit on the school 
field. Each group had 15 minutes to do as 
many laps as they could, either walking or 
running, with a prize for the year group 
who completed the most. 

Sponsorship money for the marathon was 
still coming at the time of going to press in 
but on donations for non-uniform day 
alone totalled £152 for Sport Relief. 
Holyrood Academy held a very enthusiastic 
Sport relief Mile around the school field at 
lunchtime, led by teacher Puk Webber in a 
tutu. There were also a few students in cos¬ 
tume and others in non-uniform for the 
day. 

Despite the impeding drizzle, they ran, 
walked and hopped three-legged around

the course, raising £1,157 for Sport Relief. 

Combe St Nicholas Primary School also 
did something different for this year's ap¬ 
peal, enjoying a science week in the run up 
to Sport Relief. 

Year 6 children made up their own warm¬ 
up sequence to the Bee Gees "Staying Alive" 
tune, now used to promote cardiac mas¬ 
sage. The whole school, including teachers, 
took part in the warm-up every morning 
with extra cheerobics led by Liz Wallis and 
Jayne Spurdle from Crest in Chard on Friday 
before taking part in the Sport Relief Mile 
around the village. 

The school were very grateful fro the extra 
input from Cresta with a total of £83 raised. 

In Crewkerne, Ashlands Church of Eng¬ 
land First School also completed a Sport 
Relief Mile around the playground and 
dressed in sporting gear or as their sports 
heroes. 

Students also plit into groups to take part 
in a range of other sporting activities, in¬ 
cluding javelin throws, standing long jump, 
target bean bag throwing and a relay with 
rings balanced on their heads. The day 
raised £115 for Sport Relief. 

Greenfylde Church of England First 
School pupils dressed in sports kit for the 
day and parents baked cakes for a cake sale. 

There was a beat the goalie competition 
and lots of classes went over the recre¬ 
ational ground to complete a Sport Relief 
Mile relay. At least £375 has been raised. 

Shepton Beauchamp Primary School 
opted for a combination of dressing up a 
their favourite type of sportsperson and a 


bake off for Sport Relief, following the pop¬ 
ular BBC baking show. 

Chairman of the governors, Liz Snowden, 
came in to judge the cakes on the best de¬ 
sign and taste. The sale raised a total of 
£ 86 . 

The pupils had a great time designing 
their cakes which were very imaginative. 
The younger children made a set of cup¬ 
cakes, with one winner using jelly babies as 
footballers and table tennis players, and 
others demostrating a golf course and 
snooker table. 

The older children baked larger cakes and 
the winners included a snow covered 
mountain complete with skier, a swimming 
pool with swimmers and a finish line and 
bunting. 

Swanmead Community School in llmin- 
ster made a great effort with their Sport Re¬ 
lieffundraising, which totalled £448.48. 

The pupils enjoyed a non-uniform day, 
dressing in red with some opting for crazy 
hair, which on its own raised £213.37.There 
was a also a "name the teddy"competition, 
a raffle, lucky dip, a "pass the rugby ball" 
contest and Year 5 held a bake sale at break 
time. 

The culmination of the day was at after¬ 
noon assembly when there was a house 
captain cream pie slap when pupils were 
able to throw custard pies at Courtney Pas, 
Tom Singleton and Iona Davis.

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Excitement raises for buggy race 



THE volume of excitement was incredible at Maiden 
Beech Academy for the annual design technology buggy 
race challenge, as teams were cheered on by fellow pupils 
in the school hall. 

Organised by subject leader Jak Flatt with technician 
Kim Manuel on hand for pit stop repairs, it had all the en¬ 
thusiasm of a Formula One circuit. 

The pupils taking part were all from year six and had 
made their own battery-powered buggies in groups of four 
to a standard specification in order to make the race fair. 

The brief also included designing a logo for the buggy 
and a team name. Working together they had to make the 
chassis, solder the motor, select a shell and design it. They 
could enhance the appearance by adding extra materials 
and designs. 

The car had to have four wheels although it could be of 
varied size and the motor was standard but they could ex¬ 
periment with different sized pullies. 


Although a great deal of fun, it was also the culmination 
of a term’s work on logo design, aerodynamics, using fix¬ 
tures and jogs, electronic circuits and symbols, soldering, 
graphics design, vacuum forming plastics and working 
with pulleys and forces. The exercise really brought the 
subject alive and the girls were just as enthusiastic as the 
boys to see the result of their labours in action. 

Each team was given a dummy run to see if their vehicle 
was driving straight before a head to head with another 
team to cross a finish line. The best from each heat were 
drawn to a semi-final and then, finally, the last four were 
tested on a time trial with two goes each and the fastest 
time taken. 

The winners were TB Flash over the line in 4.8 seconds. 
Second were Typhoon Boom at 4.9 seconds and third were 
the Bananas with 5.72 seconds. Awards were handed out 
for team work, graphics and speed.

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Town's lost rivers' return 
after recent wet weather

CHARD museum archivist Roger Carter said the 
wettest winter on record has see the return of the 
“lost rivers of Chard”, which have started running 
again for the first time in his memory. 

The lost rivers are running across Crowshute Link 
- one runs down Field Bars Lane (a corruption of the 
original “Burrows”) from where the pond was once, 
a lane he said had remained dry in his lifetime. The 
water there is running out of the lane and across the 
footpath onto the road at Mitchell Gardens and then 
onto the Crowshute Link. 

The other used to follow the old borough wall 
where it fed the mill pond and part survives behind 
Sainsbury's, but has now taken a different route and 
is coming out from the centre of Spring Meadow 
where the beacon is, straight onto the busy road of 
Crowshute Link. 

Mr Carter said: “The spring that still bubbles up in 
it is called Resurrection Spring, probably because it 
refilled the pond overnight. In Victorian times, when 
Chard wasn’t so populated and they weren’t using so 
much water, water from there used to feed seven 
mills which were all run by water wheels, before it 
reached Old Town Mill in Frog Lane (all is now part 
of Mill Fields industrial estate). 

“It crossed Holyrood and Boden Streets and in Sil¬ 
ver Street there was Leathern Bridge by the police 
station. Over 100 years ago the climate was colder 
and wetter than it is now but the spring still feeds the 
water running down Chard's main streets and goes 
through underground pipes beside Holyrood Mill. 

“The huge aquifer on the Blackdowns was why 
Chard was built where it was, it feeds the lost rivers

and it will probably be some time before the water 
ceases running again. It will start to erode the road 
surface if something isn’t done.” 

Mr Carter explained that the name Crowshute, was 
after the spring where the crows would gather to 
drink.

How will George Osborne's budget for 'Makers, Doers and Savers' affect small businesses and people in Somerset? 


THIS is a Budget for the makers, the doers and the 
savers," said Chancellor George Osborne when he de¬ 
livered his fifth budget on Wednesday 19 March. "You 
have earned it; you have saved it and this Government 
is on your side." Despite criticism from Labour leader Ed 
Miliband, Mr Osborne's message to the nation's tax pay¬ 
ers has resonated well with leaders of Britain's business 
community, such as the British Chambers of Commerce, 
whose director general John Longworth said: "Business 
wanted a Budget that was disciplined, focused and 
geared towards the creation of wealth and jobs - and 
that's what the Chancaellor has delivered." 

Certainly llminster based Chartered Accountant 
Robert Stone believes that Somerset businesses and in¬ 
dividual tax payers have plenty of positives to take from 
the Budget. "A freeze on duty on West Country ordinary 
cider will help Somerset's cider producers, while there 
are some interesting initiatives to encourage house¬ 
building, which will benefit both local companies in¬ 
volved in construction and property, as well as people 
looking to buy." 

Robert was pleased to see that savers will be re¬ 
warded with higher tax-free limits for ISAs and pre¬ 
mium bonds later this year, together with a cut on 
savings income from 2015. 

"However, anyone using tax avoidance schemes is 
going to be extremely disappointed, as the Govern¬ 
ment has continued its policy of tightening up on tax 
loopholes. They will have to pay the tax avoided up 
front, while tax loopholes used by groups of companies 
are blocked. The rules for Venture Capital Trusts (VCT) 
schemes are also being tightened up to deter abuse." 

Main summary of key areas in 2014 Budget likely 
to affect Somerset businesses and individuals 

Business Taxes - Budget 2014 

"Generally the Budget George Osborne has delivered 


is a good news story, particularly for business invest¬ 
ment, which is still below pre-recession levels. 

"One of the biggest surprises was an increase in the 
annual investment allowance (AIA) to £500,000 from 
April this year is designed to encourage small busi¬ 
nesses to invest in equipment and will mean that up to 
99.8% of businesses could receive 100% upfront relief 
on equipment and fixtures (excluding cars and build¬ 
ings) in the year of purchase. However, it's a case of take 
advantage now or lose it, because the AIA will revert 
back to £25,000 after 31 December 2015. 

"Innovative businesses will be rewarded by the in¬ 
crease in the Research & Development tax credits. This 
is awarded according to the size of the business, so 
small and medium businesses (SMEs) receive 225% of 
qualifying expenditure and large businesses get 130%. 
If an SME is making a loss, then it can claim a cash credit 
from HMRC of 11 %-14.5% from 1 April 2014. 

"Businesses in some of the country's 46 Enterprise 
Zones can claim 100% capital allowances on the equip¬ 
ment they use within the zone. The time allowed to 
claim these allowances has been extended for another 
three years to 31 March 2020. 

Individual Tax Payers - Budget 2014 

"The increase in the personal allowance from £10,000 
to £10,500 in 2015 will be worth about £100 to the av¬ 
erage taxpayer, on top of which a transferrable married 
couple's allowance of £1,050 will help basic rate taxpay¬ 
ers from 2015." 

"The 10% starting rate tax band for savings income is 
to be reduced to 0% from April 2015 and more people 
will be able to receive gross interest thanks to the 
threshold for savings income being raised to £5,000. 

"A particular highlight of Mr Osborne's Budget is the 
new "super ISA", which with its £15,000 tax free yearly 
limit is destine to be the most "far-reaching reform 


since 1921" of the way pensions are taxed. 

"The Seed Enterprise Investment Scheme (SEIS), 
which was introduced in 2012 to encourage investment 
in small companies has now been made permanent 
with the income tax and capital gains tax reliefs apply¬ 
ing for all future years. 

"The Government has announced improvements to 
its new tax-free childcare scheme with relief of 20% on 
the costs of childcare up to a total of £10,000 per child 
per year. The scheme will be worth a maximum of 
£2,000 per child and will be launched in autumn 2015. 

Pensioners - Budget 2014 

"The pension reforms to this year's budget are quite 
radical with the following changes being introduced 
from 27 March 2014: 

A person who wishes to take their pension as "draw¬ 
down" instead of buying an annuity will have to prove 
they have £12,000 of other income in retirement, rather 
than £20,000. 

The capped drawdown withdrawal limit will increase 
from 120% to 150% of an equivalent annuity. 

The total pension savings which can be taken as a 
lump sum will increase from £18,000 to £30,000. 

The maximum size of a small pension pot which can 
be taken as a lump sum (regardless of total pension 
wealth) will increase from £2,000 to £10,000; and 

The number of personal pots that can be taken under 
these small pot rules will increase from two to three. 

"In addition the Chancellor proposes to change the 
rules for defined contribution pension schemes from 
April 2015 so that individuals will have complete free¬ 
dom in how they access their pension savings. Buying 
an annuity will not be a requirement on retirement and 
the 55% tax charge on withdrawing too much from a 
pension fund will be removed. But most importantly 
everyone will be offered free and impartial advice on 
how to best use their pension savings and I would cer¬ 
tainly recommend that people take advice on their pen¬ 


sion savings if they are retiring in the next year." 
"Finally, bingo playing pensioners will be delighted to 
know that from 30 June 2014, the percentage of bingo 
promotion profits paid in duty will be cut from 20% to 
10 %."

Start with an idea 

IF YOU'RE thinking of starting up a busi¬ 
ness, you'll first need to come up with a 
realistic idea that you can turn into a 
product or service. Find local support, in¬ 
cluding help with developing business 
ideas, on the National Enterprise Network 
website. 

Register your idea 

You might have already come up with 
an idea for a business you think there's a 
market for, or invented something you 
think people will want to buy. Find out 
how to register your idea to make sure 
nobody copies it without your permis¬ 
sion. 

Turn your idea into a business 

1. Research your market - identify po¬ 
tential customers. Talk to them and find 
out if your idea is meeting a real need. 

2. Develop and plan - test your product 
or service with real customers, make 
changes, and test it again. Keep doing 
this until you're sure there's a demand for 
it. 

3. Find partners and suppliers - think 
about who you're going to work with to 
develop and sell your idea. 

4. Set up your business - work out 
which legal structure is right for you, and 
whether you want to sell shares. 

5. Get funding - explore different 
sources of business finance, from bank 
loans to government-backed schemes. 

If you're unemployed, you might be 
able to get support and financial help 
from Jobcentre Plus.

Part 2: Research your market 

Test your business idea with potential 
customers to check if there's real demand 
for what you're planning to sell. This lets 
you find out about any problems and fix 
them before you've wasted too much 
time, effort and money. 

Watch a video on researching your mar¬ 
ket to understand your customers'needs. 

1. Identify potential customers. Talk to 
them and find out about their needs. 

2. If you can, make a basic version of 
your product or service (a 'prototype'). 
Work out the cheapest and quickest way 
of making something that lets you find 
out if you're meeting a real customer 
need. 

3. Test it with them and get feedback. 
Find out what they'd be willing to pay for 
it. Try out different prices with different 
customers in a consistent, realistic way to 
see what people will really pay. Can you 
make enough money for a return on your 
investment? 

4. If there are other businesses compet¬ 
ing for your market, think about what will 
make you different. Can you provide 
something better than what's already 
available? 

Example 

If you're in retail you could try different 
opening hours or home delivery. You 
could aim for a specific group of cus¬ 
tomers who aren't being targeted by 
other businesses (a'market niche'), make 
something that's easier to use than com¬ 
petitors' products, or meet a customer 
need by solving a problem that nobody's 
ever solved before. 

If you're starting a retail business, think 
about testing your idea by taking a short¬ 
term lease on premises for a few weeks or 
months. Watch videos on choosing your 
business premises, and deciding whether 
to rent or buy. 

Part 3: Develop and plan 

Develop and change your idea based 
on what you've found out about your cus¬ 
tomers'needs before investing. Deal with 
any problems you've found with your 
product or service, including the way 
you're planning to make and sell it. 

Go back to your customers and test 
again. 

Keep doing this until you're confident 
that they'll be willing to pay what you're 
asking, and that you're meeting their 
needs. 

If there's no real demand for your idea, 
think about changing it completely. Is 
there another product, service or market 
that uses your skills and resources in a dif¬ 
ferent way? 

Write a business plan 
A business plan is a good way to sum up: 
• the customer need you're aiming to 
meet 


• how your business will meet that need 
while making a profit 

It should clearly show the results of your 
customer research, and that you're able to 
explain how you can turn your idea into 
viable business before you invest lots of 
time and money. 

Your plan can also be a very helpful tool 
to convince other people of the value of 
your business. This includes potential 
partners and sources of funding. 

Part 4: Find partners and suppliers 
Many businesses start with just one per¬ 
son, known as a'sole trader'. If you set up 
as a sole trader you'll be self-employed, 
which means you'll be your own boss. 
You'll also be responsible for: 

• managing your own time 

• looking after all of your company's 
admin and accounts 

• taking risks with your own money, par¬ 
ticularly if you're leaving full-time employ¬ 
ment 

Whether you set up as a sole trader, 
partnership or limited company, your 
business is likely to involve working with 
more people to develop and sell your idea 
- including partners, suppliers and distrib¬ 
utors. 

Partners 

Finding a co-founder with relevant skills 
and knowledge that are different to yours 
lets you focus on what you're best at. 

For example, you might be selling a 
product you invented, or a service that 
uses a particular skill or talent you have, 
but not have any hands-on experience of 
running a business. If so, you might want 
to work with someone who has business 
and management skills, and can look after 
things like financial planning and recruit¬ 
ment. 

Consider working with several partners 
in a team. You'll be able to share respon¬ 
sibilities including risk, getting funding, 
expertise and sharing contacts. 

Suppliers 

Whether you're making a product and 
you need raw materials, or supplies and 
equipment to run your service, many 
businesses need to work closely with sup¬ 
pliers. 

Search online and talk to other busi¬ 
nesses. Draw up a list of potential suppli¬ 
ers. Get estimates, then go and talk to 
them so you can: 

• negotiate prices 

• start to develop relationships 

• get a sense of which suppliers are reli¬ 
able and trustworthy 

You'll need to agree on payment terms 
with your suppliers, and get them in writ¬ 
ing. This includes your'trade credit'period 
(how many days you agree to pay invoices 
within), and whether they can offer you 
discounts for things like buying in bulk or 
quick payments. 

You'll also need to find suppliers for the 
equipment you'll need to run your busi¬ 
ness, including your IT systems. 

Getting your product to market 

If you're planning to sell your product in 
shops and expand outside of your local 
area, you'll need to work with a distribu¬ 
tor. If you're selling overseas, consider 
[working with a freight forwarder] 
/freight-forwarding-moving-goods 
"Freight forwarders: moving goods") who 
can deal with exporting your goods. 

Build a website 

You can also attract customers and in¬ 
crease awareness by setting up a website 
for your business. Search online for re¬ 
sources, as well as local web design and 
development companies you can work 


with. 

You may also be able to sell your prod¬ 
uct or service directly through your web¬ 
site. 

Part 5: Set up your business 
You'll need to decide which legal struc¬ 
ture is right for your business before you 
register and start trading. 

It's important to understand the differ¬ 
ent risks and benefits before you choose 
- whether you set up as a sole trader, lim¬ 
ited company or partnership affects: 

• the amount of financial risk you're tak¬ 
ing on 

• the way you'll need to pay tax, and re¬ 
port to HM Revenue & Customs (HMRC) 
and Companies House (for limited com¬ 
panies and some types of partnership) 

• how much control you have over how 
your business is run 

Employing people 

If you'll need extra help or people with 
specific skills to run your business, you 
might decide to take on employees. Find 
out about your legal responsibilities as an 
employer, including things like pay, tax 
and insurance, before you start employ¬ 
ing staff. 

You'll need to register as an employer 
with HMRC if you want to employ people, 
even if you're a sole trader. 

Working with advisers 

Make sure you get an estimate from any 
advisers you work with, and agree in ad¬ 
vance what they will do. 

Some advisers will charge an hourly fee, 
and others may offer a fixed price for a 
piece of work. It's always worth getting 
several quotes before you decide who to 
use, so you can compare prices and make 
sure you'll be able to work well together. 

Accountants 

An accountant can help with things like 
financial advice and managing growth. 
You can also appoint them as an 'agent'to 
deal with your tax affairs, submit your VAT 
returns and deal with HM Revenue & Cus¬ 
toms (HMRC) on your behalf. 

Legal advisers 

You should also consider getting legal 
advice when setting up your business. 
This is particularly important if you want 
to sell shares. 

Part 6: Get funding 

When you start a business, there'll usu¬ 
ally be period when you're investing lots 
of time, effort and money before you start 
making a profit. It's important to research 
your market to make sure your customers 
will really pay for your product or service 
before you do this. 

Once you're confident that they will, 
you should explore different sources of 
funding to help with the costs of starting 
up your business. 

Government schemes 

If you need some initial funding to test 
and develop your business idea, you 
might be able to get help from a govern¬ 
ment-backed support scheme. 

Get a bank loan 

Once you can show that there's a mar¬ 
ket for your idea, one option for funding 
your start-up costs is getting a bank loan. 
You'll need to be able to: 

• give the bank realistic cash flow fore¬ 
casts 

• prove that you'll be able to pay back the 
loan with interest 

The bank might require you to provide 
security against your loan, like your house 
or car, in case you don't repay. You should 
think carefully about how much risk 
you're willing to take on before you get a 
loan or give any personal guarantees.

windows and ceramics in the 
porchway. There are also blow up 
photographs of historical views on 
the walls, daily newspapers and a 
noticeboard of local events, all 
adding to the atmosphere of your 
dining experience. There is also a 
Bilbys llminster, in Silver Street 
near the church which is celebrat¬ 
ing ten years this year and is run by 
Tris. 

The food at Bilbys is all made on 
the premises to a very high stan¬ 
dard using the best ingredients, 
sourced locally. The cakes are 
made by Jane in Crewkerne and 
also sold in llminster, both eat in or 
takeaway. There are no GM prod¬ 
ucts and special dietry require¬ 
ments can be accommodated, 
there are some gluten free items 
on the menu already. With a menu 
of full breakfasts, including op¬ 
tional black pudding ,light bites 
such as toasted sandwiches and 
baguettes( the brie, cranberry and 
rocket special toastie was to die 
for), jacket potatoes with basic or 
more imaginative fillings such as 
garlic mushrooms or chick pea 
and coriander. Served with a side 
salad which includes delicious 


homemade coleslaw, they are a 
meal in themselves but there are 
also things like cauli cheese or 
smokies and casseroles as part of 
the main menu or on the daily 
special board. Cream teas with 
homemade scones or a slice of 
cake with cream or custard (the 
Battenburg was ,light moist, not 
overly sweet and totally delicious) 
or perhaps an icecream sundae for 
the sweet tooth, all washed down 
with a wide selection of teas, (ce¬ 
ramic teapots that pour not drib¬ 
ble) milk shakes or soft drinks. 

Nothing on the menu is over £8 
and they still work on a cash only 
basis to help keep the costs down. 
Bilbys has a five star hygiene rat¬ 
ing. 

Half portions of all the food can 
be served for children (no chips 
there) and the wheel- friendly ac¬ 
cess, high chairs and toys all make 
it a family friendly environment. 
There is a separate dining room 
which can seat up to 24 and is 
often hired out for seminars, meet¬ 
ings or private parties. 

Opening hours are 9am-5pm 
Monday to Saturday. Easter open¬ 
ing will be Good Friday 10am-4pm 
Easter Saturday 9am-5pm and 
closed Sunday and Monday.

stration of how close to market this tech¬ 
nology could be, and how class-leading 
fuel efficiency can be combined with 
real performance and driver enjoyment." 

The Flybrid® KERS (Kinetic Energy Re¬ 
covery System) is fitted to the rear axle 
of an S60 powered by a 254hp five-cylin¬ 
der T5 petrol engine. Under braking, ki¬ 
netic energy which would otherwise be 
lost as heat is transferred from the 
wheels to the KERS, and is used to spin a 
6kg carbon fibre flywheel at up to 60,000 
revs per minute. When the car starts 
moving off again, energy stored in the 
spinning flywheel is transferred back to 
the rear wheels via a specially designed 
transmission, and can either boost 
power or reduce load on the engine. The 
combustion engine that drives the front 
wheels is switched off as soon as braking 
begins. The energy in the flywheel can 
then be used to accelerate the vehicle 
when it is time to move off again or to 
power the vehicle once it reaches cruis¬ 
ing speed. 

Most efficient in city traffic 

"The flywheel's stored energy is suffi¬ 
cient to power the car for short periods. 
This has a major impact on fuel con¬ 
sumption. Our calculations indicate that 
it will be possible to turn off the combus¬ 
tion engine about half the time when 
driving according to the official New Eu¬ 
ropean Driving Cycle," explains Derek 
Crabb, Vice President Powertrain Engi¬ 
neering at Volvo Car Group. 

Since the flywheel is activated by brak¬ 
ing, and the duration of the energy stor¬ 
age - that is to say the length of time the 
flywheel spins - is limited, the technol¬ 


ogy is at its most effective during driving 
featuring repeated deceleration and ac¬ 
celeration cycles. In other words, the fuel 
savings will be greatest when driving in 
busy urban traffic and during active driv¬ 
ing. 

If the energy in the flywheel is com¬ 
bined with the combustion engine's full 
capacity, it will give the car an extra 80 
horsepower and, thanks to the swift 
torque build-up, this translates into rapid 
acceleration, cutting 0 to 62 mph figures 
by seconds. The experimental car, a 
Volvo S60 T5, accelerates from 0 to 62 
mph around 1.5 seconds quicker than 
the standard vehicle. The KERS drive to 
the rear wheels also offers the experi¬ 
mental car part-time four wheel drive to 
add extra traction and stability under ac¬ 
celeration. 

Carbon fibre for a lightweight and 
compact solution 

Flywheel propulsion assistance was 


tested in a Volvo 260 back in the 1980s, 
and flywheels made of steel have been 
evaluated by various manufacturers in 
recent times. However, since a unit made 
of steel is large and heavy and has rather 
limited rotational capacity, this is not a 
viable option. 

The Flybrid® flywheel that Volvo Cars 
used in the experimental system is made 
with the combination of a steel hub and 
carbon fibre outer. It weighs about six 
kilograms and has a diameter of 20 cen¬ 
timetres. The carbon fibre wheel spins in 
a vacuum to minimise frictional losses. 

"We are the first manufacturer that has 
applied flywheel technology to the rear 
axle of a car fitted with a combustion en¬ 
gine driving the front wheels. The next 
step after completing these successful 
tests is to evaluate how the technology 
can be implemented in our upcoming 
car models," concludes Derek Crabb.

It's a cruel game as Foxes grab injury time equaliser 


WHAT a cruel game football is! Yeovil Town 
came within a minute of breaking Leicester 
City's 18-game unbeaten run when Chris 
Wood scrambled the ball home in the 91st 
minute after Foxes keeper Kasper Schme- 
ichel's header had bounced down off the 
crossbar. 

The Glovers had taken the lead midway 
through the first-half from a brilliant Joe Ralls 
free-kick and looked to have earned three 
well-deserved points that would have given 
them daylight over Millwall and Barnsley. 

But in a cruel twist of fate the goal meant 
only one point and, with the Tykes unexpect¬ 
edly winning at Reading and Charlton stealing 
a win with a last minute goal at Nottingham 
Forest, it is almost back to square one in the 
race to avoid relegation. 

After the disappointment of defeat at QPR 
where Luke Ayling's goal was wrongly ruled 
out, Glovers fans were lifted by a superb fight 
back against another promotion hopeful and 
FA Cup holders Wigan Athletic at the DW Sta¬ 
dium that gained a point. 

It looked like Yeovil would take all three 
points against Bolton Wanderers last Saturday 
with a wonderful first-half performance, be¬ 
fore a dreadfully disappointing last ten min¬ 
utes saw hopes dashed and only another 
draw. 

Then to go to the King Power Stadium and 
deny the league leaders; already virtually as¬ 
sured promotion; once again proved that the 
Glovers can compete against the best despite 
having such a small budget. 

The players, by and large, have been im¬ 
mense this season and that is not only due to 
their ability and commitment, but also man¬ 
ager Gary Johnson and his management 
team. 

It is so difficult to be critical of players be¬ 
cause they are giving their all, but an odd mis¬ 


take here and there has meant a big difference 
in the number of points earned. 

Last Saturday was typical when 2-1 up with 
12 minutes left when Yeovil were awarded a 
penalty when Kevin Dawson was pulled back 
by Alex Baptiste. 

After an inordinate time whilst confusion 
reigned Ishmael Miller smashed the spot-kick 
against the outside of the post. 

Four minutes later the Trotters equalised 
when Marek Stech misjudged his options and 
started to come for a free-kick tossed into the 
penalty box. With Stech caught in two minds 
and stranded halfway, Zat Knight looped a 
header into the unguarded net. 

Miller is a frustrating player, often scoring

the difficult and missing the easiest chances, 
but you can't knock him with 11 goals in 16 
matches. 

However, having blasted his last penalty at¬ 
tempt against Leeds off the crossbar and on 
to the training area, you wonder whether he 
was the correct person to take this one in the 
circumstances. 

A 3-1 deficit and down to ten men with 10 
minutes left surely would have been too much 
for Bolton to recover. The two additional two 
points would certainly have done wonders for 
in the Glovers fight to avoid relegation. 

In his post-match interview Johnson sug¬ 
gested that it's always easy in hindsight. He 


said that Miller was confident when asked, 
and although he could have sent normal 
penalty taker James Hayter on from the subs 
bench, it was perhaps unwise as it would have 
been his first action of the match. 

Yes well we will never know of course, but it 
will be interesting to see who takes the next 
one? 

Stech's error was a rare one, and although he 
made a similar misjudgement earlier in the 
season, you have to remember the countless 
saves that he has made that have earned us 
points. 

Once again I have to mention the referee, 
this time Darren Deadman. He, like many of 
his colleagues, is very lax on curbing deliber¬ 
ate fouls aimed at breaking up play and allow¬ 
ing sides to regroup, and with most teams in 
this league having a number of experienced 
players they are very adept at it. 

Once again Tom Lawrence was the victim of 
most of this abuse; his wonderful close control 
and dropping of shoulders mesmerising many 
an old head before he is cruelly taken out by 
a lunging leg or body check. 

What wonderful player he is and will surely 
turn out to be. Manchester United are badly 
struggling this season and will need to re¬ 
build, and I believe Lawrence will become a 
part of that in the not too distant future. 

The same applies to Shane Duffy who with 
Byron Webster and Luke Ayling have been 
magnificent at the back this season. He too is 
destined for bigger things both with his club 
Everton and with the Republic of Ireland 
where he will surely progress from the U21's 
to the senior side. 

Like Steven Caulker and Andros Townsend 
who are both now England internationals, 
they have been a pleasure to watch, and when 
they make their name, remember you saw 
them first at Yeovil Town!
